PLANT  DISEASES 

In  sections  where  cabbage,  cauliflower  and  sprouts  are  raised  in  large 
quantities,  year  after  year,  different  diseases  and  insects  appear. 

We  are  in  a  grain  and  hay  farming  section. 

No  large  fields  of  truck  are  raised  in  this  section. 

But,  to  keep  our  plants  free  from  diseases  of  any  kind,  we  have  moved 
to  new  farm  or  tracts  of  land  twenty-four  times  in  thirty-seven  years. 

We  thus  keep  our  plants  free  from  disease. 

We  could  raise  cheaper  plants  by  buying  cheaper  seeds,  raising  the 
plants  year  after  year  on  the  same  plant  farm,  and  doing  all  of  the  other 
things  that  make  plants  cheap.
